HAWAIIAN FOLK-LORE 


WHENCE THE NATIVES CAME HAS 


NEVER BEEN LEARNED. 


A Strange Bellcioa* Faith — Myth*. I>- 


CeatU *i»d C«**otu» Sii«ilar ill .Saute 
Kespects to Thooe of the A»cieut*— The 
Tabu S.Tsteut JUxl to Strange K«suftt. 
Xoiv that the Hawaiian Islands are 


part of our own country, said Profes- 
sor C. H- Toy of Harvard college in a 
receut lecture, it has become an im- 
portant duty to study this group, 
which stands, and evidently always 
etood, as isolated as it now is in the 
waters and "two thousand miles from 
anywhere." 
There is a similarity of 


conditions on most of the islands cf 
the group, and some of the chief char- 
acteristics are that there are few ani- 
mals and practically no flora, but a 
great variety aad brilliance in regard 
to scenery aud uncertain climate. 


Whence the natives originally came 


lias never been learned and probably 
always will be unknown. The tradi- 
tions now existing point to an immi- 
gration from Samoa, but these tradi- 
tions are too vague to be depended 
upon. 
The isolation of the people of 


Hawaii has caused an individuality of 
aud customs, and in many respects 
they are unlike any other people. 
One striking instance of this was the 
former recognition of the "Tabu," 
and this practice was a distinct fea- 
ture of the people of the Polynesian 
islands. 
The system of restriction 


grew out of the religious conditions 
and pervaded the lives of all inhabi- 
tants. 


Often this strange practice led to 


serious results. Certain food was set 
aside for men, other food for -women, 
aud yet a third for children. 
As an 


example of this rule, women were 
forbidden to eat bananas, aud it is 
known that one young woman was 
put to death early in the present cen- 
tury for violating this edict. The 
regulations pertaining to the "Tabu." 
or taboo practice, were enforced by 
the kings and chiefs. 
The custom. 


also often interfered with the trade of 
fishing, which is the chief employ- 
ment of the people. 


The natives Avere forbidden to look 


at their chiefs or at their priests, or to 
allow their animals to do so. This 
caused great inconvenience at times 
when the chief or prieats walked up- 
on the streets, aad particularly so in 
a thickly inhabited section. 
The in- 


habitants at these times must bind 
cloths over the eyes of their animals 
as well as their own eyes. Another 
peculiar feature of the strange taboo 
custom Tvhen a regulation by which a 
chief "was entitled to lay personal 
claim to any object or piece of property 
upon which he might happen to set 
his feet. As a result of this there were 
often great embarrassment and hard- 
ship, lor a citizen was in danger at 
any time of losing his boat, his house 
or his field. 


In speaking of the strict way in 


which the "Tabu" system was car- 
ried out and enforced in every par- 
ticular, the lecturer said that many 
persons who violated some edict, in- 
advertently or otherwise, had been 
known to die from fear of the im- 
pending penalty. 


Professor Toy said that the "Tabu"' 


practice originated in the idea that it 
was not lawful to touch certain things. 
The idea may have started, he said, 
with the story that a question was 
raised regarding the Book of Ecclesi- 
astes. The rabbis asked if it was de- 
filed by a tench of the hands and the 
answer was received that it was. This 
resulted in the book being consid- 
ered sacred. From this time the idea 
that there was danger in touching 
many things. 
"Where the system is 


found elaborated, as it is in Hawaii, 
it argnes a great antiquity of the peo- 
ple, said the speaker. 


The morals of the Hawaiians at the 


time of their discovery by the Euro- 
peans in the eighteenth century were 
not good, according to Professor Toy, 
and there has been no improvement 
as a result of the contact with civili- 
zation that has followed. 
This, he 


remarked, was a strong reflection on 
the condition of our own moral sys- 
tem. 


In Hawaii four days in the lunar 


month have been tabooed, the people 
during these times being forbidden 
to make any fire or do any work 
whatever, and the king spent these 
days in meditation. This same prac- 
tice. he pointed out, prevailed in old 
Babylon. It was unlawful there for 
king even to take medicine on taboed 
days. 


Professor Toy said that Hawaii had 


an elaborate system of worship, with 
different grades of priests and a ritual 
many evidences pointing to the fact 
that a long time had been taken to 
•develop tbe system. 
The folk-lore of 


the country, he said, had the "Tabu" 
system as its central idea, while the 
folk-tales evidently had really grown 
out of the religious ceremony, and the 
meaning of them had been forgotten. 
They had been observed at one time 
as a matter of absolute necessity, later 
as a matter of conscience, but finally 
they all had been swept away aad the 
spirit under which they had been fol- 
lowed had vanished. 
The people give 


their gods an elaborate 
genealogy, 


leading back to ancient times. 


The most important of their gods 


was the creator god, who made heaven 
»nd eartu. 
Then, with him, -were 


local creators, who made the moun- 
tains and rivers. 


The principal goddess around whom 


their tales centre wa* Pele, who ruled 
over the volcanoes. 
She was brilliant 


and powerful, and capable of wreak- 
ing great destruction. 
The people 


think the eruptions occur because 
Pele is angry, and they seek to pro- 
pitiate her in many ways. 
In folk- 


lore tales she is called a woman. 
She 
< 


is won by a suitor and married, theu \ 
becomes a lady bountiful, aud is dei-1 
fied after death. 
Maui was the nr« 


god and culture hero, somewhat re-! 
seuibliug in character Hercules of the 
Greeks. 
He was accredited with hav- 


ing dived dowu into the ocean and 
brought up the industry of agricul- 
ture. 


Tbe religions system of the Ha- 


waiians gave rise to an organic church 
more elaborate thaa that of any other 
inferior people. 
The theocratic idea 


is *ery stroag. 
All, this, however, 


only came about through the general 
uplifting of civilization and the over- 
iarowal of "Tabu."' which was accom- 
plished about 1817. 
It came as a re- 


sult probably of observances among 
Europeans, and at a tune when the 
people were rife for a change. 
When 


it was found that there were no evil 
results the change was greeted witb 
great joy, and the idols which were 
formerly worshipped were destroyed.

Consumption, or pulmonary tuber- 


culosis, may be cured in a high, dry 
and mild climate if the patient is given 
gentle exercise in the open air. 


Upon this theory a government 


sanitarium, under the management of 
the surgeon general 
of the marine 


hospital service, is to bs opened in 
New Mexico. 
Only marine hospital 


patients will be treated at first, but if 
the establishment is a success the 
scope of the resort will be broadened 
to take in other patients at a small 
expense, sufficient to pay the actual 
cost of subsistence. 


An old abandoned military reserva- 


tion, known as Fort Stantou, in Lin- 
coln county, Xew Mexico, is ths site 
turned over to the marine hospital 
service for this purpose by an order 
of the president. 
The official trans- 


fer of the property from the secretary 
of war to the secretary of the treasury 
has been made in accordance with the 
statutes, and the work of rehabilitat- 
fug the thirty odd stone buildings on 
the reservation will be commenced at 
once, with the expectation of having 
the sanitarium ready soon to receive 
patients. 


Surgeon-General Walter Wyman 


has had this subject under considera- 
tion for a number of years, and he is 
now about to realize one of the ambi- 
tions of his life in the establishment 
of an institution where consumption 
can be cured through the ag .cy of 
climatic influences. 
Secretary Gage 


has become greatly interested in the 
subject, and he has given the surgeon- 
general his personal and official sup- 
port in securing the desired executive 
order necessary to the creation of the 
new establishment. 


"I have seen the good effects of cli- 


matic treatment of patients suffering 
from consumption," said Surgeon- 
General Wyman, "and I have always 
been anxious to give the open air 
treatment a fair test. More than 
twenty years ago I endeavored to 
enlist the 
interest of Mr. Eomero, 


then 
a 
delegate 
in 
Congress 


from Xew Mexico, but very little 
progress was made in that direction 
until I became surgeon-general. 


"My experience has taught me, and 


I am sustained by many of the ablest- 
authorities on pulmonary troubles, 
that the most desirable region for an 
establishment 
of the kind proposed 


should be high and dry and the cli- 
mate mild. Just such conditions as 
are desired are to be found in the 
midcontinental region in Xew Mexi- 
co, Arizona, Western Texas and south- 
western Kansas. 


General Wymau is a believer in the 


theory that consumptives can be cured 
by living in a mild, dry climate and 
occupying themselves at some gentle 
exercise or labor. 
He contends that 


it is beneficial to the patient to have 
his mind and also his body employed 
while undergoing treatment. 


His idea is to conduct the Fort 


Stanton establishment as he would a 
ranch. There are about thirty or more 
old stone buildings, formerly used as 
military garrison. There are several 
thousand acres of splendid land on the 
reservation, on the eastern slope of 
the White mountains. 


Having secured the authority to es- 


tablish the institution, General Wy- 
man proposes to run it as economi- 
cally and on lines similar to those 
employed in conducting a marine hos- 
pital, and it may eventually become 
self-supporting if the patients are 
benefited according to his anticipa- 
tions and the products of the reserva- 
tion are profitable. 


This is a novel method of treating 


consumption, but General Wyman is 
confident that it will be productive of 
good results. Passed Assistant-Sur- 
geon J. O. Cobb was detailed to go to 
Fort Stantou aud make a thorough in- 
spection of the site, and he has sub- 
mitted a comprehensive report on the 
subject. 
After a detailed statement 


as to the condition of the building,the 
sanitary arrangements and the rail- 
road and other facilities, he recom- 
mends that steps be taken to have 
"Fort Stanton reservation and build- 
ings turned over to the marine hos- 
pital service for immediate use as being 
the most desirable for the purpose of 
establishing a sanitarium for con- 
sumptive sailors." 


Surgeon Cobb also inspected a num- 


ber of other sites in that region, and 
at the same time he submitted a long 
report- on the scientific treatment of 
consumption. which is in accord with 
the ideas of Surgeon-General Wy- 
mnn. 


Referring to the climatic effects oa 


consumptives, Surgeon Cobb says the 
very worst of all climates is the hot, 
humid, saturated, devitalizicg atmo- 
sphere at the sea level, which saps 
the strength and life of these patients 
in so short a time. 
There are few 


climates at the sea level that are not 
subject to rapid changes in tempera- 
ture and humidity. 


It is probably true that the best 


climate for the consumptive is that of 
a moderately cool aud dry atmosphere 
at high latitudes, without wind aud 
great temperature changes. 
At pres- 
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ent there is no station where tliere i* 
a hospital that will in any way answer 
the necessary climatic requirements 
for the consumptive sailor.—Xew York 
Herald.

ponies waiting; jump en and I'll go 
with you," and forewith the two 
sprang into the saddles and dashed 
down to the beach. 


"You can hook 'em right ashore," 


said the boy, aud leaping off the pony 
he picked up from the beach, where 
he had previously laid it, a bamboo 
rod about nine feet long that had a 
large hook at the end. Thus equipped, 
he moved down to the water's edge. 


It had been blowing a heavy south- 


easter, aud great waves were coming 
iu, piling up long black masses of kelp 
that wound away like serpeuts over 
the sand. Here and there, just ou 
the borders of the waves, were strange 
uncanny-looking 
creatures, 
six or 


seven feet in length, with long finger- 
like tentacles and black, staring eyes.

others were half in the water, waving 
their sucker-like tentacles as though 
imploring aid, while out in the waves 
others could be seen, either driven in 
by some large fish or beaten in by the 
sea.

BRITONS WHO 
BAR ENGLISH. 


Thousands of Native Inhabitants Can't 


Speak Their Own Language. 


Xot everybody is aware of the fact 


that a very considerable percentage of 
the native-born inhabitants of the 
British Isles cannot speak English. 
In Wales,according to statistics, there 
are 508,036 persons who speak only 
Welsh. 
Again, in the Highlands of 


Scotland, Gaelic is the colloquial lan- 
guage of 43.738 persons, who are able 
to speak nothing else. In Ireland 
32,121 sons of Erin can speak only 
in Erse, the native Irish tongue. 
That Erse is being displaced by the 
tongue of the sister isle is made evi- 
dent by the fact that Rev. Joseph 
Bosworth, writing in 1S48, gave Irish 
as the commonly spoken tongue of 
neaxly 3,000,000"inhabitants. At that 
time Welsh was spoken by 1,000,000 
persons, 


Strangely enough, while in Wales 


fewer people spea"k both English and 
Welsh than Welsh alone, in Scotland 
almost five times as many people use 
both languages as those who speak 
Gaelic only, and in Ireland the pro- 
portion is still greater, being twenty 
speaking both to one who is able to 
speak Irish only. 


Manx is spoken in the Isle of Man. 


The population of the island is 55,598. 
The people are of Celtic extraction, 
•with an intermixture of Xorwegian. 
The island was under the rule of Xor- 
way from 870 to 1263 A. D. 
Both 


Manx and English are used in the pro- 
mulgation of any new la\v in the 
island. 


The Channel Islands have a popu- 


lation of abont 92,000, and the lan- 
guage spoken is French. 
Thus six 


language^ are used in the British Isles. 
There is, it may be mentioned, a Cel- 
tic dialect spoken in Brittany called 
Armoricaa, or Breton. 
It is largelv 


of the nature of Welsh, and is the 
last member of the Celtic group, five 
of which are mentioned above.

According to Mr. Parr's story he was 
awakened shortly before 4 o'clock by 
dogs fighting in front of his house. He 
rushed out to chase the dogs away, and 
upon his return found his wife in a dv- 
ing condition. He called to her with 
the hope that she might tell him what 
was the matter, but she expired without 
answering.
